vice have advanced—if that is tho proper 
word-since ho wrotu his letter of ac- 
ceptance, and now ho wants something 
more radical than ever-Homothing after 
the English system—but which would 
never bo tolerated in a vigorous young 
country like this, where tho prevailing 
opinion is that once in a while there 
should bo a change iu office. In his an. 
nuai message the president says ho is in 
favor of a civil service .system as follows:

Tho case of the Osbourn binder com- 


pany against W. W. Brown, of Lima, 
which occupied the attention of the mu- 
nicipal court some four days last week, 
was decided by Judge Patten thia after- 
noon. The following are the facts as we 
learn them: 


The plaintiff in this action took from 


the defendant a written order for a bind- 
er to be delivered on the 23th day of 
Junefaat.

The defendant 
would not then accept it on the warranty 
which accompanied the original order, 
Mr. Cory, of Milton, the plaintiff's agent, 
then told the defendant, as the defend- 
ant claims, that if he would take tho 
binder and try it, and if it did not work 
to his satisfaction, he could return it. 


Upon this condition Mr. Brown took 


tho machine and for more than a week 
tried to make it do trood work, but fail- 
ing in this effort, ho notified Mr. Gary 
that ho would not keep it. He was, how- 
ever, prevailed upon 
to 
keep 
on 


usiug 
it, 
under 
the 
promise 


that iit would do good work, and it was 
finally agreed that Mr. Brown should 
keep it and Lcut his own grain and tho 
grain that he had agreed to cut 1'or his 
neighbors, and dually give, it a fair trial 
in hia own oats, and if it did' good work 
there, ho was to keep and pay for the ma- 
chine, but if it failed to cut oats iu good 
shape, then he was at liberty to return it. 


Mr. Brown und several of his witnesses 


claimed that although tho machine did 
fair work iu light, straight, untangled 
grain, it did not do good work in heavy 
rye or oats, or in tangled or toppled grain 
of any kind. 


The testimony o£ both shows that tho 


machine was not properly set up to begin 
with, and that several castings wero brok- 
en during tho first week's usage. The 
defendant at several different times tried

machine, 
but upon 


the 
positive 
promise 
of

plaintiff's agent aud experts, that he 
could returuitit he did not like it, he 
w;is induced to keep it until the last of 
his harvest. 


This afternoon Judge Patten rendered 


his decision in favor of the plaintiff, and 
a judgment was entered for $240, with 
$59.75 costs, making a total of 3299.75.
